building by the vestry door. 

When the first carriage carrying 
members of the bridal party reaches 
he church, the head usher orders the 
closing of the inner vestibule doors, 
and at the same time the ribbon which 
is ^stretched across the aisle is re¬ 
moved. by one of the ushers, If rib¬ 
bons or ropes of flowers are to be 
stretened on either side of the aisle 
two of the ushers immediately put 
them in place. Notification is then 
sent to the groom and his best man 
tnat the bride and her maids have ar¬ 
rived. 

When the bridal procession is ready 
the doors are thrown open, the organ¬ 
ist plays the wedding march and all 
of the guests rise. The clergyman en¬ 
ters the chancel at the same moment, 
followed by the groom and his best 
man, who stand facing the advancing 
piocession, at the right of the entrance 
to the chancel. 0 

The ushers, walking two by two, 
come first, followed by the bridesmaids 
in the same order. Care should be 
taken to walk in a dignified manner, 
having about six feet between each 
couple. At the same time it must be 
remembered that it does not look 
graceful or attractive to have the 
bridal party walk too slowly, as it 
gives more the air of a funeral than a 
wedding, where the occasion, though a 
solemn one, is for rejoicing and fes¬ 
tivity. 

•The maid of honor walks alone im¬ 
mediately in front of the bride, un¬ 
less there are flower girls, in which 
case they should walk between the 
maid of honor and the bride. The 
bride comes last, leaning upon the 
right arm of her father or near male 
relative who is to give her away. 

At the entrance to the chancel the 
procession divides, half going to the 
right and half to the left. The maid 1 
of honor goes to the left and takes 
her place directly alongside of the 
bride. :

MERMAIDS GROWING SCARCE. 


In 


Affectionate Disposition Shown 
Love of Mother for Offspring. 

The strangest of all strange fish 
must surely be the manatee and the 
dugong, The latter is the mermaid 
of fabled lore. The dugong live la 
flocks along the shores of the Indian 
Ocean, the Gulf Sea and the Gulf 00C 
Manaar, where they browse on sea¬ 
weed and fiver vegetation. They ore 
very affectionate In disposition, and 
especially Is this shown in the love 
of the mother lor her offspring, which 
is much stronger than the instinct of 
self-preservation. Neither will the 
male leave the female If she be at¬ 
tacked; and Instances are on record 
where the companions of the manatee 
gathered round and mail a .an effort to 
withdraw the deadly harpoon. It Is 
supposed that’ the rude approach to 
the human outline observed in the 
shape of the'head of the dugong; 
the attitude of the mother in clasping 
1 the young to her breast with one 
flipper while swimming with the oth¬ 
er, holding .both iboye ^water^ and 1 


suddenly diving aed showing her fish¬ 
like tail when alarmed gave rise to 
the mermaid myth, first told by the 
Arab seamen. Jules Verne gives a 
thrilling description of the capture of 
a dugong in the Red Sea, when its 
flesh was desired as food. Natural¬ 
ists tell us that the flesh of the man¬ 
atee and tl>-i dugong much resembles 
well-fatted pork, of pleasant flavor, 
and is highly esteemed as food. For 
this reason they were much hunted 
and are fast becoming extinct; show¬ 
ing only too plainly the effect of 
man’s unceasing war on those whom 
he hag marked as his victims.—Field 
and Stream.

FINANCIAL FINDINGS. 


The Bank of Italy’s note circulation 
is $11,500,000 above last July. 

The French national debt on Janu¬ 
ary 1 last amounted to $5,869,428,846, 
by far the heaviest on any country on 
the globe. 

The report of the British mint 
claims gold coinage in 1904 of $55,210,- 
000, compared with $50,720,000 in 1903, 
and an average for the preceding ten 
years of $31,811,000. Much of the new 
gold went to South America and 
Egypt. 

It is estimated that $14,000,'000 will 
be spent this year on the Pacific coast 
for the salmon pack, an increase of 
about $2,’000,000 over last year. Be¬ 
tween 4,000,000 and 5,000,000 cases will 
be packed this season as against 
3,000,000 last year. The price averages 
$3.50 a case. 

More than $15,000,000 of gold from 
LBe Alaskan and Klondike fields has 
already been deposited in the United 
States treasury this season, and, based 
on the output of prior years, it is proa- 
able that some $7,000,000 or $8,000,000 
additional will be received before the 
close of navigation. 

On April 30, 1904, after three months 
of war. the Japanese postal savings 
banks -had 3,638,290 depositors With 
$15,500,000 to their credit. One year 
later, and that, a war year, the depos¬ 
itors had increased to 5,035,161 and the 
deposits to $20,673,000. This increase, 
under the circumstances, of 1,396,871 
depositors and $5,173,000 deposits is re¬ 
mat kable. 

Total payment by government to 
New York banks for the day, $5,689,- 
000 ; payment by banks to government, 
$5,017,000. Balance on the day’s trans¬ 
actions, *$672,000 paid by government 
to banks, against $1,191,000 similarly 
paid a week ago. Included in the fore¬ 
going summary is §300,000 deposits-', 
by banks with the sub-treasury for j 
payment at interior points.
